a.  m.,  e.  s.  t.,  May  1,  1946,  to  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

§  1401.25  Dried  skim  milk  required  to 
be  set  aside — (a)  Definitions.  When  used 
in  this  order,  unless  otherwise  distinctly 
expressed  or  manifestly  incompatible 
with  the  intent  thereof: 

<1)  "Skim  milk"  means  cows'  milk 
from  which  the  milk  fat  has  been  sep- 
arated. 

(2)  "Dried  skim  milk"  means  all  prod- 
ucts containing  1'2  percent  or  less,  by 
weight,  of  butterfat,  which  are  made  by 
drying  cows'  milk,  from  which  all  or  part 
of  the  milk  fat  has  been  separated  and 
to  which  no  other  substance  or  ingre- 
dient has  been  added,  and  which  are 
sold  for  human  consumption  or  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  any  other  product 
which  is  sold  for  human  consumption. 

(3)  "Spray  dried  skim  milk"  means 
dried  skim  milk  made  by  a  spray  process. 

(4)  "Roller  dried  skim  milk"  means 
dried  skim  milk  made  by  a  roller  process. 

(5)  "U.  S.  Standard  Grade"  means 
U.  S.  Standard  Grade  as  defined  in 
"Tentative  U.  S.  Standards  for  Grades  of 
Dried  Skim  Milk  and  Dried  Whole  Milk," 
issued  by  the  then  Food  Distribution  Ad- 
ministration, and  dated  May  14,  1943, 
and  whenever  new  standards  are  issued 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  or 
promulgated  by.  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture, the  term  "U.  S.  Standard  Grade" 
shall  mean  U.  S.  Standard  Grade  as 
specified  in  such  new  standards. 

(6)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  corporation,  association,  or 
any  other  business  entity. 

(7)  "Producer"  means  any  person  who 
makes  dried  skim  milk. 

(8)  "Authorized  receiver'  means  any 
person  who  has  facilities  or  access  to 
facilities  which  enable  him  to  receive, 
store,  and  ship  dried  skim  milk  in  car- 
load lots,  who  customarily  ships  dried 
skim  milk  in  carload  lots,  and  who  hold" 
a  letter  of  authority,  issued  by  the  Ad- 
ministrator, to  receive  dried  skim  milk 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(9)  "Administrator"  means  the  Ad- 
ministrator, Production  and  Marketing 
Administration,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  or  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  the  Department  to  whom  the 
Administrator  has  heretofore  lawfully 
delegated,  or  to  whom  he  may  hereafter 
lawfully  delegate,  the  authority  to  act 
in  his  stead. 
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<10)  "Set  aside"  means  to  set  aside 
and  hold  for  sale  and  delivery  W  UPsTg- 
nated  agencies. 

<1D  "Designated  agencies"  means  any 
of  the  following  agencies:  (i)  The  Armed 
Services  of  the  United  States  (excluding, 
for  the  purpose  of  this  order,  the  United 
States  Army  post  exchanges,  United 
States  Navy  Ships'  Service  Departments, 
and  United  States  Marine  Corps  post 
exchanges);  (ii)  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  (including,  but 
not  limited  to,  any  corporate  agency 
thereof) ;  (iii)  the  War  Shipping  Ad- 
ministration; (iv)  the  United  States 
Veterans'  Administration:  and  (v)  any 
other  instrumentality  or  agency  desig- 
nated by  the  Administrator. 

(12)  "Armed  Services  of  the  United 
States"  means  the  Army,  the  Navy,  the 
Marine  Corps,  or  the  Coast  Guard  of  the 
United  States. 

(b>  Restrictions  on  producers  or  au- 
thorized receivers  of  dried  skim  milk. 
(1)  The  provisions  of  this  order  shall 
apply  separately  to  spray  dried  skim 
milk  and  roller  dried  skim  milk. 

(2)  Every  producer  shall  set  aside,  in 
each  calendar  month,  a  quantity  of  dried 
skim  milk  equal  to  such  percentage  as 
the  Administrator  may  order  of  all  dried 
skim  milk  produced  by  him  in  that 
month. 

(3)  Any  person  required  by  the  provi- 
sions of  (b)  (2)  hereof  to  set  aside  dried 
skim  milk  may,  at  his  option,  sell  or 
deliver  all  or  a  part  of  the  dried  skim 
milk,  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
hereof,  to  any  authorized  receiver  who 
agrees  to  set  aside,  out  of  the  dried  skim 
milk  in  his  possession  or  control,  and 
in  addition  to  any  dried  skim  milk 
otherwise  required  to  be  set  aside  by 
him,  a  quantity  of  dried  skim  milk  equal 
to  the  quantity  of  set-aside  dried  skim 
milk  thus  purchased  or  received  by  him, 
and  such  authorized  receiver  shall  so 
set  aside  such  quantity  of  dried  skim 
milk.  An  authorized  receiver  shall  not 
sell  or  deliver  set-aside  dried  skim  milk 
to  another  authorized  receiver  unless  the 
authorized  receiver  thus  purchasing 
dried  skim  milk  has  applied  to  the  Ad- 
ministrator for,  and  received  from  him. 
specific  authorization  to  receive  such 
dried  skim  milk.  Each  person  delivering 
or  shipping  dried  skim  milk  to  an  au- 
thorized receiver  shall  deliver  to  such 
authorized  receiver  a  certificate,  in  du- 
plicate, in  such  form  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Administrator,  stating 
the  quantity  of  set-aside  dried  skim  milk 
so  delivered  or  shipped.  The  aforesaid 
certificate  shall  be  signed  in  duplicate  by 
the  authorized  receiver  who  shall  return 
one  copy  to  the  producer,  who  delivered 
or  shipped  the  dried  skim  milk;  and  the 
authorized  receiver  shall  retain  the  orig- 
inal certificate  for  two  years  after  the 
date  of  -  receipt  thereof. 

(4)  On  and  after  July  1,  1946:  (i)  No 
producer  shall,  unless  authorized  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Administrator,  produce  dried 
skim  milk  so  long  as  the  total  quantity  of 
dried  skim  milk  set  aside  pursuant  to  the 
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provisions  .of  this  order,  and  owned  by 
such" person,  is  equal  at  least  to  the  total 
quantity  of  all  dried  skim  milk  required, 
by  the  provisions  of  this  order,  to  be  set 
aside  by  such  person  during  the  two  cal- 
endar months  immediately  preceding  the 
then  current  calendar  month;  and  (ii) 
no  authorized  receiver  shall,  unless  auth- 
orized in  writing  by  the  Administrator, 
contract  to  buy,  buy,  accept  delivery  of, 
or  otherwise  acquire  dried  skim  milk  so 
long  as  the  total  quantity  of  dried  skim 
milk  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  and  owned  by  such  person, 
is  equal  at  least  to  the  total  quantity  of 
dried  skim  milk  required,  by  the  provi- 
sions of  this  order,  to  be  set  aside  by  such 
person  during  the  two  calendar  months 
immediately  preceding  the  then  current 
calendar  month.  Each  producer  and 
each  authorized  receiver,  respectively, 
shall  retain  in  his  possession  at  all  times 
a  quantity  of  set-aside  dried  skim  milk 
which  is  equal  to  the  total  quantity  of 
dried  skim  milk  required  to  be  set  aside 
by  each  such  person  minus  the  total 
quantity  of  dried  skim  milk  (i>  sold  and 
delivered  by  each  such  person  to  author- 
ized receivers  or  designated  agencies,  and 
(ii)  released  from  the  set-aside  provisions 
of  this  order. 

(5)  Upon  receipt  of  specific  authoriza- 
tion from  the  Administrator,  any  pro- 
ducer may  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
a  second  producer,  and  any  producer 
or  authorized  receiver  may  enter 
into  an  agreement  with  a  second  author- 
ized receiver,  whereby  the  second  pro- 
ducer or  second  authorized  receiver  will 
set  aside,  in  addition  to  any  dried  skim 
milk  otherwise  required  to  be  set  aside 
by  him,  a  quantity  of  dried  skim  milk 
equal  to  all  or  part  of  the  dried  skim  milk 
required  to  be  set  aside  by  the  first  pro- 
ducer or  authorized  receiver,  and  the  sec- 
ond producer  or  second  authorized  re- 
ceiver shall  so  set  aside  such  quantity 
of  dried  skim  milk  within  such  period 
as  the  Administrator  may  specify,  there- 
by fulfilling  the  requirements  of  the  first 
producer  or  authorized  receiver  pursuant 
to  (b)  (2)  and  (b)  (3)  hereof,  with  re- 
spect to  such  quantity  of  dried  skim 
milk. 

(6)  All  dried  skim  milk  set  aside  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be 
cf  U.  S.  Standard  Grade  or  better,  un- 
less (i>  the  producer  arranges  with  an 
authorized  receiver  to  deliver  dried  skim 
milk  below  U.  S.  Standard  Grade  to  such 
receiver  who  will  set  aside  an  equal  quan- 
tity of  dried  skim  milk  which  is  of  U.  S. 
Standard  Grade  or  better,  (ii)  the  pro- 
ducer or  authorized  receiver  arranges 
with  a  designated  agency  to  accept  de- 
livery of  dried  skim  milk  below  U.  S. 
Standard  Grade,  from  such  producer  or 
authorized  receiver,  or  (iii)  the  producer 
submits  evide'nce  to  the  Administrator, 
in  the  form  of  grading  certicates  issued 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  in 
such  other  form  as  is  satisfactory  to  the 
Administrator,  that  the  quantity  of  dried 
skim  milk  of  U.  S.  Standard  Grade  or 
better  produced  by  such  producer  in  the 
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month  is  less  than  the  quantity  required 
to  be  set  aside  by  him  in  such  month,  in 
which  case  he  shall  set  aside  a  quantity 
of  dried  skim  milk  of  U.  S.  Standard 
Grade  or  better  equal  to  the  quantity 
of  dried  skim  milk  of  U.  S.  Standard 
Grade  or  better  produced  by  him,  in  such 
month,  and  an  additional  quantity  of 
lower  quality  dried  skim  milk  sufficient 
to  fulfill  the  total  set-aside  requirements 
of  this  order.  The  grades  of  dried  skim 
milk  as  determined  by  official  inspectors 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  shall 
be  final  in  all  cases. 

(7)  All  dried  skim  milk  set  aside  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be 
packaged  in  new  standard  commercial 
barrels,  in  accordance  with  "Specifica- 
tions for  Barrels  and  Liners  for  Dried 
Skim  milk"  (Form  PSC  1718-B),  and 
any  amendments  thereo,  issued  by  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Administration, 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, or  in  such  containers  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  designated  agencies 
purchasing  the  dried  skim  milk.  It  shall 
be  stored  under  the  same  conditions  of 
storage  customarily  observed  to  main- 
tain the  grade  and  quality  of  dried  skim 
milk  for  human  food,  and  it  shall  be 
assembled  for  delivery  to  designated 
agencies  in  carload  lots  or  such  other 
quantities  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the 
designated  agencies  purchasing  the  dried 
skim  milk. 

(8)  Any  receiver  who  desires  to  become 
an  authorized  receiver  shall  file  with  the 
Administrator  an  application,  upon  a 
form  approved  by  the  Administrator,  set- 
ting forth  the  information  requested  in 
said  form  of  application.  Thereupon, 
the  Administrator  shall  consider  such 
application  and  issue  a  letter  of  authority 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Administrator, 
the  issuance  of  such  letter  of  authority 
will  tend  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of 
this  order.  Any  letter  of  authority  may 
be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Admin- 
istrator. No  person  shall  represent  him- 
self to  be  an  authorized  receiver  unless 
he  holds  a  letter  of  authority  duly  issued 
by  the  Administrator  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  hereof.  No  person  other  than 
a  designated  agency  or  an  authorized 
receiver  shall  receive,  or  after  receipt, 
deal  in  dried  skim  milk  set  aside  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  hereof. 

(9)  The  Administrator  may  release 
any  dried  skim  milk  from  the  restric- 
tions of  this  order  if  he  determines  that 
no  designated  agency  has  contracted  for, 
or  declared  its  intention  or  desire  to 
contract  for,  such  dried  skim  milk  within 
such  periods  as  he  may  specify,  or  that 
such  dried  skim  milk  is  not  required  for 


such  agencies.  The  Administrator  may 
issue  such  administrative  rulings,  regu- 
lations, interpretations,  and  exemptions, 
as  he  deems  necessary  to  facilitate,  ex- 
pedite and  accomplish  the  purposes  of 
this  order. 

(10)  The  restrictions  hereof  shall  be 
observed  without  regard  to  the  rights  of 
creditors,  existing  contracts  or  payments 
made.  This  order  shall  not,  however, 
be  construed  as  reducing  the  amount  of 
dried  skim  milk  which  any  person  is  re- 
quired to  offer  or  deliver  to  any  desig- 
nated agency  under  existing  contracts, 
or  contracts  subsequently  entered  into 
with  any  such  designated  agency. 

Cc)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The 
Administrator  shall  be  entitled  to  ob- 
tain such  information  from,  and  to  re- 
quire such  reports  and  the  keeping  of 
such  records  by,  each  producer  and  each 
authorized  receiver,  as  well  as  any  other 
person  to  whom  this  order  applies,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  appropriate,  in  the 
Administrator's  discretion,  to  the  en- 
forcement or  administration  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act 
of  1942. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Administrator  may 
designate)  maintain  an  accurate  record 
of  his  transactions  in  dried  skim  milk. 

(d)  Avjiits  and  inspections.  The 
Administrator  shall  be  entitled  to  make 
such  audits  or  inspections  of  the  books, 
records  and  other  writings,  premises,  or 
stocks  of  dried  skim  milk,  of  any  pro- 
ducer, authorized  receiver,  or  any  other 
person  to  whom  this  order  applies,  and 
to  make  such  investigations  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate,  in  the  Admin- 
istrator's discretion,  to  the  enforcement 
or  administration  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order. 

(e)  Applicability  of  order.  Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
forty-eight  States  of  the  United  States 
or  the  District  of  Columbia  is  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  order,  but  the 
provisions  of  this  order  shall  not  apply 
to  any  person  doing  business  in  any  ter- 
ritory or  possession  of  the  United  States 
with  respect  to  such  business. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  un- 
reasonable hardship  on  him  may  peti- 
tion in  writing  for  relief  to  the  Adminis- 
trator, setting  forth  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 


Administrator  may  thereupon  take  such 
action  as  he  deems  appropriate,  and  such 
action  shall  be  final. 

(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  dried  skim 
milk.  In  addition,  any  person  who  wil- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  prose- 
cuted under  any  and  all  applicable  laws. 
Further,  civil  action  may  be  instituted  to 
enforce  any  liability  or  duty  created  by, 
or  to  enjoin  any  violation  of,  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order. 

(h)  Communications.  Each  report  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  each 
communication  concerning  this  order 
shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  herein, 
or  in  instructions  issued  by  the  Adminis- 
trator, be  addressed  to:  Administrator, 
Production  and  Marketing  Administra- 
tion, United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, Washington  25,  D.  C,  Ref.  WFO- 
54. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  powers 
vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States,  insofar  as  such  pow- 
ers relate  to  the  administration  of  this 
order,  are  hereby  delegated  to  the  Admin- 
istrator. The  Administrator  is  author- 
ized to  redelegate  to  any  other  officer  or 
employee  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  au- 
thority vested  in  him  by  this  order. 

With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  the  said  War  Food  Order 
No.  54,  as  amended,  prior  to  the  effective 
time  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  all 
provisions  of  the  said  War  Food  Order 
No.  54,  as  amended,  in  effect  prior  to  the 
effective  time  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  sus- 
taining any  proper  suit,  action,  or  other 
proceeding  with  respect  to  any  such  vio- 
lation, right,  liability,  or  appeal. 

Note:  All  reporting  and  record-keeping 
requirements  of  this  order  have  been  ap- 
proved by,  and  subsequent  reporting  and 
record-keeping  requirements  will  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of,  Bureau  of  the  Budget  in 
accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports  Act  of 
1942.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO  54,  Amendment  4. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  manufacturers  of 
spray  and  roller  process  nonfat  dry  milk 
solids  will  be  required  to  set  aside  60 
percent  of  their  production  during  each 
of  the  months  of  May  and  June  for  sale 
to  Government  agencies.  This  action 
was  necessary  to  meet  urgent  military 
and  export  requirements. 


Present  indications  are  that  from  180 
to  200  million  pounds  will  have  to  be  set 
aside  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months  when  production  is  at  the  sea- 
sonal peak.  Military  agencies  will  re- 
quire about  one-fourth  of  this  amount 
and  the  Department  will  need  the  bal- 
ance to  help  meet  requirements  of  Eu- 
ropean countries,  including  countries 
supplied  by  UNRRA,  and  India. 


During  1945,  about  330  million  pounds 
of  nonfat  solids  were  purchased  by  Gov- 
ernment agencies.  This  left  about  300 
million  pounds  available  from  produc- 
tion for  civilian  consumption.  On  this 
basis  of  tentative  1946  estimates  of  pro- 
duction and  Government  requirements, 
about  400  million  pounds  of  nonfat  solids 
will  be  available  for  domestic  consump- 
tion this  year.

War  Food  Order  54-4  reduces  the  set 
aside  percentage  on  roller-dried  skim 
milk  from  75  percent  to  50  percent  of 
monthly  production  beginning  May  1, 
1944. 

Government  stocks  of  this  product,  in 
relation  to  war  needs,  are  now  sufficient 
to  permit  a  larger  percentage  to  be  sold 
commercially  for  U.  S.  civilian  use. 
Roller  dried  skim  milk  is  used  domesti- 
cally to  enrich  such  foods  as  bread  and 


other  bakery  products,  soups,  and  baby 
foods.  Before  the  set  aside  order  was 
issued  last  June,  the  WFA  required 
bakers  to  fortify  their  products  with 
dried  skim  milk  but  the  requirement  was 
later  withdrawn  because  production  was 
insufficient  to  meet  both  war  needs  and 
the  demand  from  bakers  and  other  com- 
mercial users.  Production  of  roller 
dried  skim  milk  powder  during  the  next 
12  months  is  expected  to  be  larger  than 
the  220  million  pounds  produced  during 
1943. 


The  increased  production  has  been 
stimulated  by  the  installation  of  new 
plant  facilities  in  farm  separated  cream 
areas,  by  a  recent  increase  in  the  price 
of  roller  dried  skim  milk,  and  by  limita- 
tions on  domestic  sales  of  other  milk 
products.  Large  war  requirements  of 
dried  skim  milk  have  necessitated  sharp 
curtailment  of  domestic  use  of  this 
product  since  1942.

Because  of  a  temporary,  but  severe, 
shortage  of  new  barrels,  the  War  Food 
Administration  requires  manufacturers 
of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids  to  set  aside  for 
war  uses  only  50  percent  of  their  pro- 
duction of  spray  process  milk  powder 
during  June  and  only  35  percent  of  their 
June  production  of  roller  process  powder. 

Previously,  manufacturers  were  re- 
quired to  set  aside  75  percent  of  their 
monthly  production  of  -spray  process 
nonfat  milk  solids  and  50  percent  of 


their  roller  output.  These  higher  set- 
aside  percentages  will  be  resumed  in 
July,  as  it  is  expected  that  supplies  of 
the  type  of  barrels  called  for  in  export 
specifications  will  be  sufficient,  by  the 
early  part  of  next  month,  to  package  the 
larger  quantities  of  powder.  Amend- 
ment 1  to  War  Food  Order  54.4  contains 
these  changes. 

Barrels  are  in  short  supply  at  the  pres- 
ent time  because  of  the  protracted  rainy 
season  in  the  South,  particularly  Mis- 
sissippi, where  wood  to  make  barrel 
staves  is  obtained.  Wet  weather  delayed 
cutting  for  about  6  weeks,  and  this,  com- 


bined with  the  heavy  demand  for  new 
commercial  barrels,  reduced  stocks  far 
below  normal.  In  order  to  encourage 
the  use  of  as  many  barrels  during  June 
as  can  be  obtained,  however,  the  WFA 
will  credit  any  overdeliveries  this  month 
against  quotas  for  subsequent  months. 

The  reduction  in  June  set-aside  per- 
centages is  purely  an  emergency  action 
and  does  not  mean  that  requirements 
for  milk  powder  have  declined.  Nonfat 
milk  solids  are  one  of  the  most  import- 
ant foods  for  military  and  lend-lease 
purposes.

The  War  Food  Administration  today 
cancelled  a  previously  announced  set- 
aside  requirement  of  35  percent  of  Sep- 
tember production  for  manufacturers  of 
roller  nonfat  dry  milk  solids.  WFA  an- 
nounced further  that  it  may  not  be  nec- 
essary for  these  manufacturers  to  set 
aside  any  of  their  production  during  the 
coming  months  of  seasonally  low  produc- 
tion, unless  war  developments  result  in  a 
need  for  substantial  quantities  for  liber- 
ated areas  this  winter. 

Set  aside  obligations  on  roller  nonfat 
dry  milk  solids  produced  prior  to  Septem- 


ber 1  remain  in  effect,  however,  and  Gov- 
ernment agencies  will  continue  to  buy 
roller  powder  offered  by  the  industry. 

Today's  action  was  taken,  WFA  offi- 
cials said,  because  of  the  increased  pro- 
duction of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids,  and 
the  government's  favorable  stock  posi- 
tion relative  to  known  requirement  dur- 
ing the  next  6  months.  It  is  in  line  with 
WFA  policy  to  buy  no  more  food  than  is 
needed  and  to  keep  stocks  as  low  as  is 
consistent  with  war  requirements. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  set- 
aside  requirements  on  spray  nonfat  dry 
milk  solids,  previously  established  at  60 
percent  of  output  for  August  and  Sep- 


tember, the  WFA  said.  Future  quotas  on 
this  product  will  be  announced  later. 

With  government  agencies  tentatively

The  War  Food  Administration  has  an- 
nounced that  manufacturers  of  spray 
nonfat  dry  milk  solids  will  be  required  to 
set  aside  for  government  purchase  50  per- 
cent of  their  output  during  October,  com- 
pared with  a  quota  of  60  percent  during 
August  and  September.  There  will  be  no 
set  aside  requirement  on  roller  process 
dry  milk  solids  for  October,  it  was  stated. 

Substantial  quantities  of  nonfat  dry 
milk  solids  probably  will  be  required  for 


relief  feeding  in  liberated  areas  as  well 
as  by  our  allies  this  winter  WFA  officials 
said.  To  meet  these  needs,  government 
agencies  will  draw  on  stocks,  accumu- 
lated largely  in  the  spring  and  summer 
months  of  high  production,  as  well  as  on 
current  output.  Present  shipping  sched- 
ules indicate  that  relatively  large  quan- 
tities will  be  exported  in  the  near  future, 
with  the  result  that  government  stocks  of 
both  spray  and  roller  powder  are  ex- 
pected to  be  reduced  to  minimum  oper- 
ating levels  by  early  1945. 


Despite  these  heavy  war  requirements, 
however,  it  is  anticipated  that  supplies 
of  nonfat  dry  milk  solids  for  civilian  use 
will  be  considerably  greater  this  fall  and 
winter  than  a  year  ago.

WFA  has  announced  that  the  set-aside 
percentage  on  spray  nonfat  dry  milk 
solids  would  be  continued  at  40  percent 
of  production  during  the  months  of  De- 
cember 1944  and  January  1945.  This 
quota,  officials  stated,  is  in  accordance 
with  the  plan  to  establish  set-aside  per- 
centages on  a  basis  of  seasonal  changes 
in  production  so  that  relatively  even 
monthly  supplies  are  made  available  for 
civilian  uses. 

Total  production  of  spray  powder  dur- 
ing 1944  is  estimated  at  about  260  mil- 


lion pounds  compared  with  236  million 
pounds  produced  during  1943.  The 
quantity  of  spray  powder  which  will  have 
been  set  aside  for  war  uses  during  the 
year  as  a  whole  will  total  about  165  mil- 
lion pounds,  which  is  about  35  million 
pounds  less  than  the  quantity  set  aside 
during  1943.

Officials  stated  that  Government  re- 


quirements for  milk  powder,  including 
both  spray  and  roller  process,  were  in- 
creasing and  that  large  supplies  were 
urgently  needed  for  overseas  shipment. 
While  no  set-aside  requirement  is  in  ef- 
fect for  roller  process  nonfat  solids,  man- 
ufacturers and  assemblers  are  requested 
to  increase  their  offerings  immediately 
in  order  that  larger  supplies  can  be  made 
available  to  meet  Government  require- 
ments. 

Civilian  supplies  of  spray  nonfat  milk 


powder  are  expected  to  average  about 
nine  million  pounds  during  each  of  the 
months  of  June  and  July,  which  is  ap- 
proximately the  same  level  as  has  been 
available  during  recent  months.  It  has 
been  War  Food's  policy  to  adjust  set- 
aside  quotas  in  accordance  with  monthly 
changes  in  production  in  order  to  main- 
tain fairly  even  supplies  for  civilian  uses, 
largely  as  an  ingredient  in  baking  prod- 
ucts, soups,  candy,  cottage  cheese,  and 
ice  cream.

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
Summary  to  WFO-54-5 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  manufacturers  of 
nonfat  dry  milk  solids  will  be  required  to 
set  aside  50  percent  of  their  July  produc- 
tion and  40  percent  of  their  August  pro- 
duction for  sale  to  Government  agencies. 
These  quotas  apply  to  both  spray  and  rol- 


ler process  dry  milk.  During  May  and 
June,  the  set-aside  was  60  percent  of  pro- 
duction. 

Tentative  indications  are  that  it  will 
be  necessary  to  continue  the  set-aside  or- 
der on  nonfat  milk  solids  at  least  through 
Seotember  30.  1946  in  order  to  meet  total 
1946  Government  requirements  now  es- 
timated at  180  million  pounds.  Last  year 


Government  agencies  purchased  about 
330  million  pounds  nonfat  powder. 

On  the  basis  of  tentative  1946  estimates 
of  production  and  Government  require- 
ments, about  400  million  pounds  of  non- 
fat solids  will  be  available  for  domestic 
consumption  this  year,  as  compared  with 
about  325  million  pounds  consumed 
domestically  during  1945.
